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Karl Cook Wins 
2022 Hampton 
Classic Grand Prix

merican Karl Cook won the $410,000 Hampton 

lassic Grand Prix prize during the grand finale 

of the biggest annual event of the summer in the 
Hamptons on September 4 in Bridgehampton. 

Cook and his mount Kalinka Van’t Zorgvliet, his 
mother Signe Ostby’s 12-year-old Belgian Warm- 
blood mare, beat out 29 other riders from eight other 
countries, stopping the clock in 36.710 seconds to se- 
cure his victory at the Hampton Classic, one of the 
world’s most prestigious horse shows. It was Cook’s 
first time at the Hampton Classic and first Five Star 
grand prix win. 

“T have to thank my mom, who owns the horse,” he 
said after the win. “We’ve worked so hard with that 
mare and had a lot of highs and lows. ... For every- 
thing to come together and to be riding with these 
guys, it’s just, it’s an awesome feeling.” 

He beat defending champion Daniel Bluman of 
Israel, who rode immediately before Cook in the 


jump-off, by about a 10th of a second. Bluman placed ° 


second, with Katie Dinan placing third. 

About 50,000 spectators came to watch the na- 
tion’s best equestrian athletes compete at the Hamp- 
ton Classic, which featured more than 200 competi- 
tions in six show rings on its 60-acre show grounds 
across the span of a week. 

As for the Grand Prix, each entrant had about 
three minutes on the course. A minute and a half to 
examine it ahead of time. And then about a minute 
of galloping along, turning and leaping to complete 
their run, then about 30 seconds to get off the course 
to make way for the next rider. If more than one of 
the 30 entrants were able to complete the course 
without knocking over any fence rails, there would 
have to be a second round to determine the winner. 

The first four horses and riders each knocked off 
rails on their way through the course and were thus 
eliminated. In the end, seven more horses and rid- 
ers went over clean, to earn a place in a final round 
before Cook came out on top. 

The stars were also out for the festivities, with 
prizes awarded for best table decorations — with 
abundant celebrities in attendance offering the stiff- 
est competition. 

Brooke Shields cleans out her garden. Dennis 
Basso says no fur.

Sure, the Hampton Classic passes out ribbons for 
pedigree jumping but they also recognize the pricey 
table settings in the big tent on Sunday. Jill Brooke, 
a former CNN correspondent now runs something 
called flowerpowerdaily.com. 

“It’s not just for the horses, it’s a race to find the 
most beautiful and inspirational table,” she says. 

“We've done it every year at the Two Trees table,”

says Brooke Shields. “We use all-natural stuff from 
our house, we raid the backyard.” 

Beauty has a price. If you’re not picking hydran- 
geas out of the backyard like Shields, it can get 
pricey. 

“I would guess it costs up to $10,000,” realtor-_Deb- 
bie Loeffler says. 

“You don’t have to have garden roses,” Brooke 
adds. “One florist took nest candle holders and put 
deplias | in it, and it was gorgeous and not too expen- 
sive.” 

Elizabeth Eichner was a set designer and aut 
for 30 years. Now she has a store in Amagansett. She 
designed one of the winning table settings. Hun- 
dreds of different flowers? Nope. 

“The world is crazy, this family wanted a rilabore 
so the colorful napkins have words like ‘Bravery’ and 
‘Compassion’ but for the flowers we wanted a cloud.” 

Translation? More than 400 off-white hydrangeas 


that were good for a “Best Overall Theme” ribbon. 
Still, seems like cheating. Okay, it was beautiful. 


“We started on Saturday and we finished this — 


morning, it’s almost 16 feet long and they’re all in 
water and will be recycled” she added. What does a 
400 white hydrangea, 16-foot cloud cost? Don’t ask. 
“We cannot put a price on art or beauty.” Well you 
can, she just isn't. 

Dennis Basso says the cost depends on the design. 
“You can do it cheap and cheerful or you can do it 
lavish and very expensive,” says the always fash- 
ionable Basso. “Ralph Lauren never disappoints,” 
he adds. Yes, and looking at that table I’m guessing 


we are not at the ‘cheap and cheerful’ section of the — 


Classic. “You must be creative,” Basso stresses. And 
when I ask if there are any fur placemats, he politely 
rolls his eyes and says, tongue firmly in cheek, “No... 
it’s the summer.” 

Christoper Robbins throws parties for a ae 
He’s been the official VIP caterer since 1995. “We're 


serving easily 2,000 people here today. To decorate . 


the tables I’ve seen it all. People can spend $500 
or $5,000. Every designer has a different scale but 
they’re all beautiful and do a great job.” 

Everyone is in the spirit. Out in the tented ‘garden 
boutique’ of pricey shops and vendors, Southampton 
Range Rover has a huge arrangement spilling out of 
a $150,000 Land Rover. Don’t check that box on the 
options list, it’s not there. But it looked nice. No rib- 
bon though. 

Where do all these flowers come from? Brooke says 
that except for King Kullen, where we saw Countess 
Luann de Lesseps buying two big orchids last week, 
the local floral spots are empty. : 

“All the flower shops are wiped out today, because 
it’s all hands on deck.” On deck and doing whatever 
it takes to take home a prize. Well, almost anything. 
Funny realtor Loeffler offers this strategy. “Well, 
anything goes. I haven’t seen strippers doing table 
dances on the tables. But maybe that’s what they 
should do next year. Or a Godfather theme with a 
horse head in flowers.” When her friends laugh but 
suggest a floral horse head is a little dark, she adds, 
“Oh, but definitely smiling.” 

Good one, Debbie. We'll look for that next year. 


KARL COOK AND KALINKA VAN’T ZORGVLIET WON THE $410,000 HAMPTON CLASSIC GRAND PRIX 
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Shinnecock Bay 
Clams Up

J ‘he number of clams in Shinnecock Bay 

A has increased 1,700%, seagrass mead- 
ows have grown more than 400,000 square 
meters and brown tides have ceased over the 
past decade, researchers found. 

The findings were detailed in a peer-re- 
viewed study that documents a 10-year res- 
toration effort published in the international 
journal Frontiers in Marine Science. 

“99.5 percent. Sometimes numbers are’ 
used as hyperbole, but that is how much the 
landings of hard clams had declined from the 
1970s to 2011 in Shinnecock Bay,” said Stony 
Brook University Professor of Marine Science 
Chris Gobler, the lead author of the study. 

He explained how critical.clams are at fil- 
tering excess algae from the waterway that 
causes brown tides. The algae blooms are fu- 
eled by nitrogen pollutants seeping into the 
water from human activity. 

“These bivalves are known as ecosystem 
engineers since their ability to filter feed can 
- remove algae, improve water clarity, and have 

downstream effects on habitats like seagrass 
meadows that need clear water to thrive,” he 
said. “When an estuary experiences a loss of 
filter-feeding bivalves, the ecosystem-wide 
effects can be enormous. We knew that a key 
_ to recovering this ecosystem would be to re- 
establish the hard clam population.” © 

Scientist discovered that a lack of adult 
clams made the odds of successful reproduc- 
tion for these broadcast spawning individuals 
exceedingly low, so they created hard clam 
spawner sanctuaries. 

“The spawner sanctuaries amounted to 
Goldilocks zones,” he said. ‘They were far 
away enough from ocean inlets so the spawn 
or larvae would not be flushed into the At- 
lantic Ocean, but not so far away from clean 
ocean water that the adult clams would perish 
due to poor water quality.”

Appeals Court Affirms EPA’s Long Island 


Sound Dumping Plan

federal appeals court ruled that the Environ- 
ental Protection Agency can allow dredge 
spoils to be dumped in the Long Island Sound over 
the objections of the Town of Southold and others. . 
The 2nd U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in Manhat- 
tan affirmed a lower federal court’s ruling that the 
EPA plan did not run afoul of efforts to improve wa- 
ter quality in the Sound and dismissed claims that 
the material dumped will negatively affect marine 
life and fishing. 
“The EPA’s designation of the new disposal site 
passes muster under the (Coastal Zone Management 
Act),” a panel of federal appeals court judges wrote in 
the decision. The ruling quoted F. Scott Fitzgerald’s 
The Great Gatsby in describing the waterway at the 
center of the dispute as “the most domesticated body 
of saltwater in the Western hemisphere, the great wet 
barnyard of Long Island Sound.” 
At issue is what to do with material dredged from 
the bottom of boat channels that isn’t the quality of 


sand that would be used to replenish beaches. Some 
of the material is contaminated with pollutants and 
should not be dumped in the Sound, critics say. 

The New York State Department of Environmental 
Conservation, Connecticut officials, Suffolk County 
and Southold town appealed the 2020 ruling that 
greenlit the EPA plan, in which areas where marine 
life is most likely to live will be avoided. It is unclear if 
the plaintiffs will appeal to the U.S. Supreme Court. 
The DEC said it is reviewing the decision. . 

“Having to go to court so we can pursue exactly 
what their own mission statement is, to protect the 
environment, is bizarre even by federal standards,” 
said Southold Town Supervisor Scott Russell. “They 
are working in conflict with years of hard work and 
considerable expense by environmental organiza- 
tions, community groups, educational institutions 
and agencies from all levels of government, including 
federal, to restore a significant national estuary. The 
effort to restore the Long Island Sound has been suc- 
cessful and now an ill-thought-out, reckless plan can 
undo all of that.” 


Southampton 
Thwarts Gang Party 
in Rental Home

£3 own of Southampton authorities say members of 
a dangerous street gang tried to rent a home in 


_ the community where they planned to host a large- 


scale party but investigators thwarted the effort. 
Town officials said the house was advertised online 
as a short-term rental, but was done so illegally be- 
cause the property lacked a rental permit. 
“Not only could a rental such as this have devastat-

ing effects on a property, as was seen in the situation 
that the Police Department responded to in North 
Sea last year, conducting rentals in this fashion is 
also an illegal act by the property owner,” said South- 
ampton Town Police Captain James Kiernan. 

Town officials neither identified the gang nor the 
homeowner. But the case served as warning to oth- 
ers. 

“Code enforcement is routinely searching the dif- 
ferent internet rental platforms to try and identify 
properties without permits, as well as responding 
to resident complaints regarding potential illegal 
rentals,” Town Code Compliance and Emergency 
Management Administrator Ryan Murphy said. 
“Property owners who participate in transient, short- 
term rentals are placing their property at risk and are 
also committing Code violations that could result in 
summonses.” 
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Lessons from the Balenciaga Case

i Oa month, a woman pled guilty 
o second-degree grand larceny 
for stealing nearly $94,000 worth 
of pocketbooks from the Balenciaga 
pocketbook store on Newtown Lane in 
East Hampton. The theft took place as 
a snatch-and-go operation that took 30 
seconds in broad daylight on March 3 
— 48 purses in all. The woman couldn’t 
have done it alone, of course. $94,000 
worth of pocketbooks is a lot of pocket- 
books. Indeed, there was a gang. Also, 
there was a getaway car, a black Dodge 
Durango with tinted windows. And 
there was a plan made earlier, although 
it was only a plan to get the goods and 
not a plan to get away with the goods. 

Three men and two women left New- 
ark, New Jersey in the black Dodge 
Durango with tinted windows as the 
sun rose. It was March 3. Destination? 
East Hampton. 

The two women were both in their 
30s, the three men in their 20s. How 
they were supposed to divvy up the 
goods is not known. But in the event, 
the plan was for al] of them to go into 
the store and scoop up as many clutch- 
es, purses and handbags as they could 
carry and run them out to the Duran- 
go. Maybe nine or 10 each. And 48 at 
about $2,000 a pocketbook, for that is 
what these pocketbooks are priced at, 
gets you to $94,000. 

At 1:30 p.m. that afternoon, there 
were two employees in the store, a 
manager and a clerk. The black SUV 
pulled up out front, and a woman got 
out wearing a ski mask, maybe a CO- 
VID mask, and walked into Balenciaga 
holding a cell phone to her ear. 

According to Associate Director 
Franco Polar, she was saying, “You 
know I don’t like shopping last min- 
ute.” And then she lowered the phone 
and started looking at the pocketbooks 
on the shelves. She turned to.Polar and 
asked if they had a certain sneaker, 
was told yes they do, and she gave her 
size and Polar told the clerk to go down 
to the basement and find her size. Then 
he walked to the back of the store. 

That’s when, according to Polar, 


all hell broke loose. The van doors 
opened, people hopped out, ran in and 
began taking handfuls of pocketbooks 
off the shelves. The associate director 
was stunned. 

“What’s going on?” he asked. 

Nobody replied. And 30 seconds 
later, all four were out the front door, 
past the shoppers strolling by, and into 
the SUV, which squealed off. 

People immediately dialed 
911. Asked for the license 
plate number, they had to 
say there was none. There 
were no license plates. 

And so the cops gave 
chase. The SUV went down 
Main Street heading west, 
went faster and faster and then 
way over the speed limit. Eventually 
the cops slowed down. The high-speed 
chase was too dangerous. But they 
could phone ahead to Suffolk County 
and New York State Police to pull the 
SUV over. 

The first thing you learn in Lar- 
ceny School is that stealing things off 
shelves should be done at night when 
nobody’s around. You break a lock. You 
cover surveillance cameras with cloth. 


You tiptoe out and drive off slowly. 
(Yes, this was all caught on camera.) 
Also, you don’t take off the license 
plates. Instead, you tape cardboard 
over them and stop after a while when 
it’s safe and remove the cardboard. 
Also, if they'd been to Larceny 
School, they could have taken a shop- 
lifting class. Shoplifting is done during 
the day, and you don’t worry about 
: the surveillance cameras be- 
cause you do it with your 
back turned, putting things 
inside a big coat you wear, 
and coming back frequently 
.to take more. You don’t try 
to take everything in one 
trip. 

And they teach about heists. 
Make sure, ahead of time, your van is 
in tip-top shape. They didn’t do that. 
When the East Hampton Village Police 
gave up the chase and passed it along 
to the county and state police, the Du- 
rango soon appeared, speeding down 
the Sunrise Highway, still at more than 
100 miles an hour. The police followed. 
At the turn onto Manorville Road 
heading up to the Long Island Ex- 
pressway at that high speed, the perps, 


among others, certainly heard and felt 
BANG, Kafluffa, Kafluffa, Kafluffa, 
which is the noise made by a car get- 
ting a flat tire. They wobbled to the left 
turn at the Long Island Expressway, 
got on there and, proceeding along 
with smoke pouring out the back, fi- 
nally pulled off onto the shoulder of the 
expressway, where, as the cops closed 
in, they ran off into the woods, the evi- 
dence left in the van. Not good. 

Having a bad getaway car, running 
off into the woods and leaving the hot 
goods in the getaway car is frowned on 
at Larceny School. 

In the end, helicopters, the 7th pre- 
cinct, and K-9 units were called in and 
by 6:30 p.m., four of the five people 
were rounded up. The fifth, a woman, 
has not been found as of August 31. 
Maybe she’s still in the woods. In a 
cave. Or in a tree. Probably with some 
pocketbooks. We just don’t know. 

This is a classic case of a botched 
heist. A good example of what not to do. 

And so, as I wrote, one of the women 
pled guilty on August 16. She knew 
about pocketbooks for sure. As for the 
three young men, I don’t know what the 
story is, but for months several did not 
plead guilty. Maybe they argued that as 
men they can’t tell a Balenciaga from a 
Kmart and were just along for the ride. 
Anyway, on August 23, one of the three 
young men also pleaded guilty. 

By the way, with the exception of 
one of the young men, the others were 
freed without bail. This was not a vio- 
lent crime. And that’s the new law. The 
exception was that one of the men had 
prior felony convictions. 

Sentencing for the two will take 
place on September 23. Those with no 
prior convictions could be sentenced to 
one to three years. Those with convic- 
tions could get five to 15. 

Crime doesn’t pay. 

Also, at this point, there has been 
talk among Wall Street people that 
Balenciaga pocketbooks be reclassi- 
fied as currency, like dollars, euros 
and bitcoins. Perhaps rent a man- 
sion in the Hamptons for a month 
for 91 Balenciaga ($200,000).

HOMELAND SECURITY INVESTIGATIONS AGENTS SEARCHED VICTOR VEKSELBERG’S PROPERTY. 


Feds Raid Russian Oligarch Viktor 
Vekselberg’s Southampton Mansion

Federal investigators searched Sep- 
tember 1 the Southampton estate of 
Russian oligarch Viktor Vekselberg 
whose $90 million private superyacht 
was recently seized as a part of sanc- 
tions enforced following the invasion 
of Ukraine. 

Agents with the FBI and Home- 
land Security Investigations (HSI) 
were spotted searching 19 Duck Pond 
Lane and a Park Avenue penthouse in 
Manhattan owned by Vekselberg, as 
well as properties on a private island 
in Florida, multiple New York metro 
area news outlets reported, citing 
anonymous sources as confirming 


that Vekselberg was the target of the 
search. The Hamptons property was 
purchased in 2008 for $11.4 million by 
an entity known as Medallion ‘Inc., a 
Panama-registered company that lists 
as director Olesya Kharlamova, the 
wife of Vekselberg’s childhood friend 
Vladimir Voronchenko, records show. 
A similar search occurred on proper- 
ties linked to. the billionaire on ex- 
clusive Fisher Island, a stone’s throw 
from Miami Beach. 

“Court-ordered law enforcement 
activity” was how FBI representatives 
described the searches. Local police 
referred questions to federal authori- 
ties. HSI declined to comment. There 
was no immediate response to a re- 


quest for comment sent to lawyers — 


who have represented Vekselberg and 
Voronchenko’s family and associates 
did not immediately respond to a call 
placed to them seeking comment, the 
Associated Press reported. 

Vekselberg, a Ukrainian-born busi- 
nessman who is a close ally of Russian 
President Vladimir Putin, had been 
sanctioned in 2018, but the U.S. De- 
partment of Justice recently stepped 
up its efforts to seize his and other 
oligarchs’ assets after Russia invaded 
Ukraine in February. He is the found- 
ing chairman of Moscow-based Reno- 
va Group, an aluminum, oil, energy 
and telecoms conglomerate. 

Worth a reported $9.3 billion, he 


is ranked among richest people in 
the world and is believed to own the 
world’s largest collection of Fabergé 
EIS, 

In April, Spanish authorities seized 
Vekselberg’s 225-foot yacht, the Tan- 
go, which U.S. authorities said was 
subject of forfeiture for bank fraud, 
money laundering and sanctions laws. 
Investigators said Vekselberg used 
shell companies to obfuscate his own- 
ership in the Tango, which he bought 
in 2011. Vekselberg’s yacht was the 
first Russian asset seized by a task 
force formed to enforce sanctions af- 
ter the start of the war, officials said at 
the time.

been supported by a group of Russian 
oligarchs that abused their power for 


private gain to amass untold riches,” 


Acting Special Agent in Charge Ricky 
J. Patel of the HSI’s New York of- 
fice said after Vekselberg’s yacht was 
seized in April. “As (the Department 
of Homeland Security’s) investigative 
arm, HSI stands at the forefront of 
combatting global networks that seek 
to violate U.S. law and exploit our na- 
tion’s financial systems. Working with 
our partners at the U.S. Department of 
Justice and the FBI, we will hold Pu- 
tin’s oligarchs accountable and deny 
them the lavish lifestyles they cher- 
ish.” 

His nearly two-acre Southampton 
property known as Villa Ledas has a 
9,941-square-foot, two-story mansion 
built in 1998 with eight bedrooms and 
seven bathrooms, records show. The 
property was not seized, according to 
NBC News, which first reported the 


searches. It was listed for nearly $16 | 


million in 2020. Amenities include a 
library, two bars, wine cellar, fitness 
center, heated pool, an all-weather 
tennis court and a sculpture garden. 
“Tt’s a nice chunk of land,” Pat Petril- 
lo, an associate broker with Sotheby’s 
International Realty who listed the 
house, told Mansion Global. “It’s a few

All the properties searched are 
‘owned by Voronchenko or companies 
tied to Voronchenko’s family and asso- 
ciates. Voronchenko was the founding 
director of a St. Petersburg museum 
built to house the oligarch’s Faberge 
egg collection. 

Among the properties searched 
were four luxury condominiums on 
Fisher Island. Three were purchased 
for a combined $42 million but are 
worth considerably more today, prop- 
erty records show. Two are owned by 
Medallion Inc. 

Kharlamova, who like her husband 


was born and raised in Ukraine, is 
also an officer of a condominium as- 
sociation for two luxury high rises on 
Fisher Island; which is so favored by 
jet-setting Russians that they’ve been 
dubbed the “Red Zone” by other resi- 


‘dents. Amenities include infinity-edge 


pools, a state-of-the-art theater and a 
fur coat storage facility to protect gar- 
ments from Miami's humidity. 

The FBI has previously warned that 
his nonprofit foundation may be a 
front for Russian espionage, NPR re- 
ported. Earlier this month, a federal 
judge approved a warrant authorizing 
the seizure of Vekselberg’s $90 million 


private jet, CNN reported. 

Vekselberg made headlines in 2018 
when a one-time attorney for porn 
star Stormy Daniels claimed that the 
oligarch paid $500,000 to Michael 
Cohen, a Lawrence native and for- - 
mer attorney for ex-President Donald 
Trump, to reimburse Cohen for paying 
Daniels $130,000 in hush money be- 
fore the 2016 presidential election. 

Daniels has said she had an affair 
with Trump while his wife Melania 
was pregnant with their son Barron. 

The Southampton search comes 
after U.S. officials citing alleged es- 
pionage expelled Russian diplomats 
earlier this year, including those based 
at the Russian-owned Killenworth Es- 
tate in Glen Cove that has housed the 
nation’s diplomats for 70 years. The 
U.S. mission to the United Nations 
had reportedly described the Russian 
diplomats as “intelligence operatives” 
who had been “engaging in espionage 
activities that are adverse to our na- 
tional security.” 

The Russian invasion has sparked 
protests around the world, including 
on the East End, which is home to a 
community of Ukrainian immigrants 
and their supporters who have been 
sending aid to assist millions of refu- 
gees displaced by the war.

What is Excess Uninsured 
Motorist Insurance Coverage? 


Umbrella insurance policies are affordable coverage and the better insur- 
ance companies offer excess under/uninsured motorist insurance coverage 
on the umbrella. 


Why is this important? Under/uninsured motorists are those drivers on the 
roadways that do not have any liability insurance at all on their vehicle or 
have minimum or to little coverage. 


Let’s say you are hit by a motorist that is carrying $25,000 per person, 
$50,000 per accident and $10,000 property damage. This person has the 
minimum liability insurance allowed by NYS law. What if the other driver 
caused you serious injuries, loss of wages and pain and suffering that ex- 
_ceed the $25,000 under their policy, You very well might be able to collect 
under your auto insurance and Umbrella policies under/uninsured motorist 
coverage. 


The bodily injury portion of your umbrella policy only covers the other 
party(s) if the accident is deemed to be your fault.

Art & Hope 
Happening Puts 
Climate Change 
in the Frame at 
Main Beach

s renovations progress at Guild 

Hall’s historic home in East 
Hampton, the cultural institution con- 
tinues its off-site programming with 
the final exhibition of 2022, Swept 
Away: Love Letter to a Surrogate(s), 
featuring art and performance at Main 
Beach over four consecutive Saturdays 
between September 10 and October 1, 
from 7—10 p.m. each evening. 

Conceptualized by Los Angeles- and 
Berlin-based artist Warren Neidich, 
the four-day event continues what Nei- 
dich and his collaborators began with 
Drive By Art, a socially distanced ex- 
hibition experienced via car during the 
height of the COVID lockdown in May 
of 2020. While Drive By Art was a re- 
sponse to the lockdown while Neidich 
was staying with his brother in East 
Hampton, Swept Away turns the focus 
to climate change and healing together 
through a common cause. 

Co-curated and co-coordinated by 
Guild Hall Museum Director/Chief Cu- 
rator Christina Mossaides Strassfield, 
Los Angeles-based independent cura- 
tor Anuradha Vikram, and L.A.-based 
conceptual artist Renee Petropoulos, 
the event’s main conceit asked 65 art- 
ists from L.A. to each write a set of 
instructions in the form of a love let- 
ter to an East End artist who would 
then interpret those instructions into a 
happening at the water’s edge on Main 
Beach during one of the four nights. 

In the spring, the Hamptons- and 
North Fork-based artists will send new 
instructional love letters to their coun- 
terparts in California who will do their 
own interpretation and performances 
on the West Coast, at Will Rogers State 
Beach in Santa Monica. 

The L.A. happenings will occur over 
two consecutive days instead of four 
days spread out over four weeks. Vi- 
kram and Petropoulos say the perfor- 
mances will explore “themes of deep 
ecology and the interdependence of 
humans with other living beings and 
ecological networks.” And participants 
“will be limited to using only what they

and their collaborators can carry to the 
shoreline and retrieve at the close of 
their action.” 

Works created on both ends of the 
country will focus on the effects of cli- 
mate change and what inhabitants of 
this planet can do to put things right. 

Chatting about his ambitious proj- 
ect, Neidich explains that the idea is to 
build solidarity between East Hamp- 
ton and L.A. by creating a “transconti- 
nental heartbeat” from artist to artist. 
“Unless we're together, we can’t solve 
this problem. This problem is real,” 
he says of climate change, which con- 
tinues to wreak havoc on the world, 
despite a shrinking cabal of naysayers 
who deny it exists. 

“The love letter is a love letter to na- 
ture,” Neidich points out. “Technology 
cannot undo problems that technology 
has created. We have to find another re- 
source, and I’m arguing that art is that 
resource, and that art gives us hope,” 
he continues. “There’s no field, nothing 
that anybody does that is about hope 
like art is. Art is always about the eter- 
nal spring of hope. It’s about changing

ences who attend these Saturday night 
happenings at Main Beach? Neidich 
says the concept of “performance” 
covers a wide spectrum. Indeed, there 
will be traditional performance artists, 


filmmakers, poets and visual artists 


participating, and much can be done 
before anyone sets foot on the sand. 


“Work can be made in the studio 
— the performance is what happens 


when it leaves the studio and travels 


- to the beach, and the event that takes 


the way that we do things and rethink- 


ing everything.” 

With this in mind, Neidich says th 
exchange between artists will be one 
of freedom and interpretation, like a 
prompt that allows artists receiving in- 
structions to improvise upon what they 
have been given. “Today, interpretation 
has real value,” he adds, describing 
the nature of each letter. “It’s soft, it’s 
gentle, it’s open, it’s up for interpreta- 
tion. It’s about a collaboration. It’s not 
about a single person giving orders. ... 
A discussion takes place between the 
two artists.” 

But what does it all mean to audi- 


place there,” he explains, noting that 
artists are being challenged to do new 
things with their work, to decontextu- 
alize their creations in a fresh space. 
“It takes it out of the studio and puts 
it in this new environment, and then it 
becomes performative because you're 
installing it. Even the installation: is 
performative. And then what you do 
with it there is performance.” 

He describes ideas like building a 
sandcastle, picking up garbage, or pro- 
jecting a film or artwork on the white 
foam as waves lap at the shore, or on 
a sheet as it flaps and contorts in the 
wind. “It’s not just what every single 
person does, it’s the whole event. We're 
using multiple stages, like four to five 
different circles with things going on 
at the same time,” Neidich says. “You 
have to think about it as a whole expe- 
rience rather than as individual work. 
Each artists gets one performance and 
we're choreographing it.” 

Participating artists will appear once

during the four-nights, performing 


alongside three to four others and then 
breaking away to let the next artist step 
into the spotlight. And all of it will be 
documented for a pair of pop-up exhi- 
bitions, one local and one in L.A., that 
will allow visitors to watch a recording 
of the event and view all the related 
ephemera from the creative process 
and the actual performances. “We are 
filming everything, we're collecting all 
the love letters, the phone conversa- 
tions, everything we can collect,” Nei- 
dich says.

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_ CRAIG FERGUSON BRINGS THE THE FANCY RASCAL TOUR TO WHBPAC

N? matter the age of the audience, Emmy-win- 
ning actor-comedian Craig Ferguson's Scottish 
charm and wit are unmistakable. And he’s bring- 
ing the funny to the Westhampton Beach Perform- 
ing Arts Center this Saturday, September 10, at 
8 p.m. with “The Fancy Rascal Tour.” 

More mature audiences may remember his roles 
on TV shows like The Drew Carry Show; films like 
Saving Grace (which he co-wrote) and J’ll Be There 
(co-wrote and directed); and as the host of The Late 
Late Show with Craig Ferguson. Younger audiences, 
or animation fans of any age, will recognize his voice 
from How to Train Your Dragon, the 2011 Winnie the 
Pooh and Pixar’s Brave. 


We had the pleasure of picking Ferguson’s brain 
about his first tour since the pandemic began. 


How does it feel to finally be back on the 
road for a new tour? 

It’s such a relief. I had, like everyone else, been 
stuck at home for a couple years. I thought I would 
be OK with it — and I was quite OK with it. I was 
lucky that I was quite happy to be home, and then 
I was really ready not to be home. I missed doing 
shows; I love doing them. ... 

I just did five shows in Denver. I always start every 
tour in Denver, Colorado, because I figure if I can do 
it at altitude, then I'll be able to do it no problem. 
That’s what I do, and it’s just nice to be back doing 
what I love to do, really. 


What do you enjoy most about the act of 
touring versus doing comedy specials? 
Touring is a different beast. I came in to do what 
I do for a living through being a drummer in punk 
rock bands and rock and roll bands. It got into my 
DNA very early — I was still in my teens when I 
was trying to get to sleep on top of amplifiers in the 
back of sh*tty vans ... It’s something I’ve been do- 
ing my entire adult life, touring, I like it. There’s a 
sense of freedom and spontaneity that comes with 
it. It lacks, for the most part, any kind of corporate 
involvement. It feels more rock and roll, feels more 
circus-y, and that appeals to me more. It’s an envi- 
ronment in which I feel comfortable. 
I don’t know, there’s just something about trav- 
eling that feels like such a privilege, especially af- 
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ter the last couple years, it really does feel like a 
privilege. 


Absolutely. It makes sense you’d want 
your first big post-Covid project to allow you 
to see the world again. 


Yeah, I think that’s how I felt anyway, and it’s like: 


I doubled down on it after the lockdown and all that 
kind of stuff. 


Why “The Fancy Rascal Tour?” Is that a 
nickname you call yourself or have been 
called? ; 


No, not really. It’s just something that has a slight # 


whiff of riverboat gambler, and Id like to think that 
— actually, maybe I should’ve called it “The River- 
_ boat Gambler Tour” — but I always like to think that 
had I been in the era of riverboats on the Mississippi 
that I would’ve a gambler. Truth be told, I probably 
would’ve been a f*cking waiter, but I like the idea 
that I would’ve been a gambler — a sort of rakish 
gentleman with a big hat and a fabulous moustache. 


I'll be very excited if your next tour is 
called “Riverboat Gambler” — it would be 
quite the scoop. 

Well, you know what, it might be. Maybe we'll 
change the name of this one. .. 


This isn’t your first time performing in 
Westhampton or visiting the area. Have any 
Hamptons or Long Island observations ever 
made it into your standup? 

Yeah, years ago, Long Island was the first place I 
ever Visited in the United States. ... My dad’s little 
brother and his wife raised their family in Smith- 
town. When I first came to America in 1975 when I 
was 13, I stayed in Smithtown, Long Island at what’s 
now Blydenburgh Park — it was Blydenburgh Estate 
— and my uncle was the groundskeeper there. He 
was Groundskeeper Willie. ... 


Can the Westhampton audience expect 
any of that local material this time around, 
or have those stories been told? 

The truth is, I don’t know if those stories have 
been told, because the way I do this kind of job is I 
don’t really have a very rigid (set) — I have a bunch 
of things I’m going to say — but it’s not particularly 
rigid. If something comes to mind as I’m driving in, 
then that’s what I’m going to be talking about, for at 
least some of the time. Or if you have an interaction 
with someone in a coffee shop, then maybe that’s 
what you talk about. I like to keep it loose. And 
there’s stuff, there’s material that I’m going to do... 
but “I don’t know” is the answer. And if I remember 
something, then yes. There’s usually something, no 
matter where you go, especially if I have a little bit 
of history of the place, ae I do have a little bit of 
history ... 

Also, I will wear the appropriate espadrilles on 
stage; I will definitely do that. ... Proper attire, 
proper attire. 


How would you describe your personal 
sense of humor, and how similar is it to the 
standup you present to audiences? 

If I can answer it the other way around, it’s ex- 
actly the same. My sense of humor in my standup 
is my sense of humor. I can only do stuff if I think 


there and in America, but ... 


it’s funny — if it makes me laugh. A lot of the time, 
I'll catch myself laughing on stage, because it’s the 
first time I’ve heard it as well, which I enjoy. I like 
the organic nature of feeding off the energy of audi- 
ence and the fact that each show, particularly live 
shows in theaters, if you’re a performer on your own 
— there’s no actors worried about cues — it can be 
a very spontaneous one-off event. There’s no film- 
ing it. It’s not been through the corporate lawyers. 
It is a thing which is pure. ... So it is my sense of 
humor, and how I would describe it is organic and 
spontaneous. 


Why do you think your organic, spontane- 
ous brand of comedy resonates so well with 
American audiences? 

You'd have to ask them. I’m just grateful that they 
come. But I think what it is, is that I’m quite upfront 
about it. Like, they know who I am by now. If you 
don’t think I’m funny, don’t come, and it’s cool. Not 
everyone is going to love what you say, and that’s 
totally fine. I’m totally OK with that. ... 


Since moving back to Scotland, have you 
performed there much, maybe testing some 
of your less spontaneous material in the 
area? 

No, I don’t do that actually. I don’t really do shows 
in Scotland anymore. I have done them ~— I think I 
did a show there for a festival a few years ago, and 
I enjoyed it very much — but I found that half of 
the audience were Americans who were on vacation 
anyway. I think my artistical (nature) ... and really 
my life is American. Even when I’m in Scotland, I 
feel like an American in Scotland a lot of the time. 
My wife’s American, my kid’s American, my moth- 
er-in-law’s American, the dogs are American, the 
horses — everybody’s American. ... I’m still Scot- 
tish, obviously, and I am Scottish, but I’m Scottish- 
American, I suppose. 

As far as trying out stuff there, no, I haven’t really 
done that. Nobody knows who I am there anyway. 
I’m just this sort of cranky old guy over there who 
goes to America all the time. 


Do you wish you were more known in 
Scotland, or do you enjoy the anonymity? 

I’m quite happy with the way my life goes, both 
I spend a lot of time 
here. I’m not over there, and I just come here oc- 
casionally. The longest period I’ve been away from 
America was during the 2020 lockdown, and obvi- 
ously everybody was kind of shut down. No, I don’t 
spend a lot of time away from America. And any- 
way, you only have to talk to the IRS to know that 
it doesn’t matter where I go, I’ll be an American no 
matter what part of Earth I try and hide in. They’Il 
be coming after me for the usual donations. 


Between your various performance genres 
— acting, voice acting, music, standup, etc. 
— which comes the most naturally to you? 

I think probably standup, because it’s a very 
pure, very specific sort of thing to do. Even if I’m 
writing, I still stand up and walk around the room 
to do it. I think it is the one that I feel most at home 
with. I like standing in front of a bunch of people 
and doing that job. I love the sound of people 
laughing at what I’m doing. It never gets old, it re- 
ally doesn’t. ... 


And is there one genre that took a little 
more effort to develop proficiency in? 
I think probably Late (Late) Night. I think if you 


look at the early late nights shows — or even the 


reviews of the early late night shows — (you'll see) 
that was a little tricky at first because it’s a format 
that’s actually very strict. And it took me a while to 
realize that I didn’t care about the format, but a lot 
of people do. I had to balance respect for the tradi- 
tions of that genre of television, which to be honest, 
I knew nothing about before I went into it and still 
kind of do know nothing about it. But I had to find 
a way through it for myself, and that took a while. 
I think in all honesty, it took over a year for me to 
figure that one out. 


It’s interesting that standup comes easiest 
but Late Late Night was trickiest. They seem 
so related, especially with how many comedi- 
ans are hired to host late night shows. 

Yeah, you hire comedians, but the way I do what 


_I do is probably not the best (for the genre). Some 


comedians, I think, would work really well for late 
night, and others, it’s a harder thing to make it hap- 
pen. For me, the difficulty I had was the formulaic 
nature of it. I was very lucky in the sense that I had 
a producer who was a genius — a gentleman by the 
name of Peter Lassally. Peter had been Johnny Car- 
son’s producer ... and he produced David Letterman, 
had worked with Jon Stewart, and he worked witha 
lot of different people. He really is the mastermind 
of that type of television. He guided me through the 
format so that it could work for me. There was no 
way I would’ve been able to do late night television 
without Peter. 


What do you find most rewarding about 
being a comedian? 

The autonomy of it, really. ... If I have an act to- 
gether, I can go from town to town and exist on my 
wits, and I like that. There’s a lot of executive in- 
volvement in show business — which is necessary - 
and I’m not complaining about it, and I’m happy to 
get involved in it from time to time — but as I get 
older, what I really like is the autonomy of taking 
my own counsel on where I play, when I play and 
what I say. 


Do you find it harder to say what you want 
to say in today’s — and I hate to use this term 
— cancel culture? 

No, I don’t find it hard, actually. I like it. I like 
that lots of things are happening. I think what it re- 
ally is, is that the young want things changed, which 
is as it should be. That’s how human society works. 
Young people come along and change things, and 
God bless them for it. No, I don’t find it more diffi- 
cult. I think the rules are what they always were, for 
me, which is a joke-by-joke, sentence-by-sentence, 
laugh-by-laugh basis. I don’t have a manifesto of “I 
should be able to say this,” or “I have to say it this 
way,” it just doesn’t occur to me that way. So no, I 
don’t find it difficult, I think it’s OK. Also, you could 


‘say, “You can’t say that, Craig,” but people have been 


saying that about comedy forever. There’s nothing 
really new about any of it. It’s fine.

i Le week’s cover art was created 
for Dan’s Papers by the illustrious 
cartoonist and writer Jules Feiffer, 
whose last cover for the paper was way 
back in 2015. 

In his 93 years, Feiffer has earned 
a Pulitzer Prize for his editorial car- 
toons, an Academy Award for Best 
Animated Short Film (Munro), a place 
in the Comic Book Hall of Fame, ac- 
knowledgement from the Library of 
Congress; and acclaim for books such 
as The Phantom Tollbooth and Sick, 
Sick, Sick: A Guide to Non-Confident 
Living. His other published works 


include the novels Harry, the Rat 
with Women and Ackroyd; children’s - 


books A room with a Zoo and The 
Daddy Mountain; graphic novels Tan- 
trum and Kill My Mother; and plays 
Little Murders and Knock Knock. 


And, of course, one can’t forget his 
weekly comic strip in The Village 
Voice, which unabashedly satirized 
everything from race relations to 
marriage and sex for 42 years, from 
1956 to 1997. 

The Shelter Island resident is well- 
known throughout the Hamptons and 
is considered a great friend to several 
local institutions, such as Stony Brook 
Southampton, Bay Street Theater 
and the American Hotel. In fact, this 
week’s watercolor cover, “Bravo to the 
American Hotel,” was done in tribute 
to the restaurant, honoring its 50th 
year in business. 

“I dare say no one is more talented, 
interesting and keenly directed at 
making his point — as an artist, as 
well as in the rest of his life,” says 
Julie Keyes, owner of Keyes Art and 
facilitator of this week’s cover. “This 
American icon has taken aim at com-

memorating this other American icon

time, “I don’t like labels, but it was 
clear to me from the beginning, and 
it’s no less clear now as I near the end, 
that ‘the system’ as we know it and as 


it over-organizes itself is not the way I 
can function.” 

Perhaps it’s his insightful, out-of- 
the-box thinking that has been the 
key to Feiffer’s continued success.

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Wainwright's New Music Takes 
Inspiration from Turning 75 |

oudon Wainwright III points out 

hat the first line of the first song 
on his first album, released when he 
was 23, is about aging: “In Delaware 
when I was younger.” 

So it’s no stretch that the folk sing- 
er’s first album of new compositions 
in eight years, Lifetime Achievement, 
is loosely based on turning 75. It’s on 
sale now. 

The new song “How Old is 75?,” 
where he sings, “in five years I’ll be 80. 
I'll hear the fat lady,” is one of Wain- 
wright’s signature mixes of humor and 
poignant observation. Three-quarters 
of a century is a milestone, not just 
because it’s a big number, but because 
he’s now lived longer than his father 
and mother. ti 

“The aging thing has always been on 
all of my records,” he said. “But actu- 
ally, it really applies to me now.” 

Over the course of 15 songs, Wain- 
wright sings about pieces of his life 
scattered in various locales, walking 
through an old lover’s town, imagin- 
ing himself at the gates of hell and 
the perspective of a dog caught in the 
middle of a divorce. 

The title cut’s narrator realizes that 
all of life’s momentary achievements 
mean little next to love — either from 
a partner or audience, depending on 
your interpretation. 

And family. Always family. 

Anyone who’s listened to the man 
that Rolling Stone called “the poet 
laureate of family dysfunction” knows 


about the competition with his father, . 


his divorces from singers Kate McGar- 
rigle and Suzzy Roche, the damage 
caused by the distant upbringings of 
son Rufus and daughter Lucy, both ac- 
complished artists on their own. 

Wainwright quips about “a couple 
of tense Thanksgiving dinners,” but 
is endlessly drawn to his own life for 
material, reasoning there will always 
be listeners who can relate. 

“How could I not write about that?” 
he said. “What’s a better topic than 
that? I could write about imagining 
what it’s like to ride the rails or pick 
cotton. I’m just writing about what 
happened to me. That started at the 
very beginning; I wrote my first song 
about going to boarding school in 
Delaware.” 


Lifetime Achievement is essentially 
Wainwright and his guitar — or banjo 


on “How Old is 75?” — with adorn-. 


ments added later. He usually per- 
forms alone, so starting alone is the 


_ approach that he feels fits best in the 


studio. 

Wainwright “was something like an 
old man even when he was young, so 
he takes to the subject of aging with 
grace and. insight,” music critic Ste- 
phen Deusner wrote in a review of the 
album for Uncut. 

The singer grew up in the New York 
City suburbs of Westchester County 
and now lives on the eastern end of 
Long Island. He jokes about fitting in 
an interview along with “maintenance 
visits” to doctors in a trip to the city. 

He can remember specifically what 
made him want to be a performer. At 
age 7, he sang a song to his mother 
and her sister, bathed in their adora- 
tion, and knew he wanted that feeling 
again. 

Throughout his career, Wainwright 
has been able to toggle between hu- 
mor and seriousness in a way uncom- 
mon to most songwriters. 

The new “Fam Vac” is laugh-out- 
loud funny: The narrator wants a va- 


cation from, not with, his family. At — 


the same time, the way he sang of feel- 
ing adrift following the death of his 
mother in 2001's “Homeless” is chill- 
ing in its naked emotion. 

“T think of myself as a switch-hitter,” 
he said. “I can do funny, and I can do 
really down and depressing. I’m goof- 
ing on it now, but I can do very serious 
songs. I decided I can do both and I 
have done both.” 

It can be a tough line to walk. When 
the novelty song “Dead Skunk” be- 
came his first hit in the early 1970s 
— his only hit, really — that briefly 
became a trap. 

His record company was unen- 
thused when Wainwright suggested 
his breezy “The Swimming Song” as 
a new single; they wanted another 
silly animal song. The last laugh: 50 
years later, “The Swimming Song” has 
more than 17 million plays on Spotify; 
“Dead Skunk” is at 3.5 million. 


Wainwright’s 76th birthday is com- 


ing up in a few weeks, right when he’s 
heading out on his first post-pandemic 
tour. He’s starting in England, where 
he generally draws larger audiences

than at home. 

“I’m so delighted when young people 
come up to me and say ‘my mom loved 
your records’ or ‘my grandfather loved 
your records,” he said. “And then they 
say, ‘but I love your records, too.’ That, 
of course, is the most exciting thing. 
Then I feel like I’m 22.” 

Wainwright never figured he'd be 
making music this long. While going 
out on the road is much harder, and 
Wainwright can see a deadline coming 
on that part of his career, he expects 


to write songs as long as inspiration 
strikes. 

“When you start out in show busi- 
ness, or any business ... you have your 
fantasies about how big it’s going to get, 
how famous you're going to get, how 
much money you're going to make,” he 
said. “I had all of those. I hoped that I 
would make a little more money than I 
have, but looking back, it’s been great. 
I got to do what I wanted to do.”

Our first full day in Madrid was 


_ spent with a guide viewing histor- 


ic buildings and wide boulevards 
from our air-conditioned van, for- 
tunately, sitting comfortably and 
not outside in the 90-plus-degree 
heat. 

Madrid is a cosmopolitan city of 
about 3.5 million people. The once- 
walled city has Roman roots going 
back 2,000 years. In the late 1800s, 
the stone walls came down to ena- 
ble the city to grow, and grow it has. 

Today there are skyscrapers, one 
owned by the family that owns the 
world famous Zara clothing brand, 
but most of the city has the charm 
turn-of-the-20th-century 
architecture.

NORTH FORK TABLE AND INN’S BRAM- 
BLE SIDECAR COCKTAIL 
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Dispelling Explosion Rumors, 
NoFoDoCo to Reopen Friday

he owner of North Fork Doughnut 

Company, aka NoFoDoCo, shared 
a message with fans of his popular Mat- 
tituck and Bay Shore doughnut shops 
last week to dispel rumors about a sup- 
posed kitchen explosion that forced 
them to close their doors for nearly 
four weeks (since August 11), and to let 
people know. the shops will be back in 
business this weekend. 

“I’ve been hearing a lot of things out 
there on Instagram, on Facebook and 
even from people in the neighborhood 
saying there was a kitchen explosion, 
our kitchen exploded and we're not go- 
ing to open our stores again,” James 
Lyons, who owns NoFoDoCo with his 
wife, Kelly Lyons, explained in the In- 
stagram Story video, adding, “None of 
that happened.” 

According to Lyons, there was in- 
deed a gas explosion in the facility 
where they make all their doughnuts, 
which is separate from their stores, but 
it occurred on the opposite end of the 


building. 

“We didn’t even know it happened, to 
be honest with you. It didn’t affect any 
of our equipment, any of our kitchen or 


- any of our staff at all. It did affect a lot 
‘of other business though,” the dough- 


nut shop owner continued. 

“We don’t even use gas in our kitchen 
at all, there’s not even a gas hookup that 
goes to our kitchen,” Lyons told Dan’s 
Papers in a phone call last Wednesday, 
noting that their landlord, Stony Brook 
University, which rents out space to 
NoFoDoCo and other businesses in the 
building, had to shut down the entire 
premises as a safety measure while 
they -performed various inspections 
and tests. 

“So that’s why we've been shut a 
for so long,” Lyons said. “Our equipment 
is fine, our staff is fine, even our space 
is completely fine and untouched — we 
just can’t get in the freaking building, 
that’s the issue that we're dealing with 
right now,” he added, though they now 
have a solution. 

“You know, we have options. We

could get a new facility, we could move 
our equipment. We haven't done any 
of that because Stony Brook has been 
telling us that they're going to be open 
a day from now, two days from now,” 
Lyons pointed out before revealing that 
things had changed. 

“Finally, as of three or four days ago, 
they were like, “You know what? We 
don’t know what the hell’s going on, we 
can't give you a definite time, so maybe 
try to find other accommodations. So 
we did,” he said. 

“That was the first time since this 
happened that we were like, ‘All right, 
let’s go find other accommodations. 
That’s what we did. We figured it out, 
and now were able to get our doors

open in a few days,’ Lyons shared, 
noting that they've found a temporary 
kitchen (at an undisclosed location) 
and he expected to be up and running 
before the end of the week. The big day 
turned out to be this Friday, he later 
confirmed on Tuesday, September 6. 

In his Instagram video, the NoFoDo- 
Co owner said he was so grateful and 
moved by the public’s support during 
this speed bump in an otherwise mete- 
oric rise for the business, which opened 
in 2018. That help came from custom- 
ers who spent money on items that 
don’t require a kitchen to make or sell. 

“Thank you all so much for all the 
love and support so far, and everything 
you guys have done for us, for the con- 
tinued support, for the merchandise 
you guys have been purchasing, for the 
gift cards — all of it,” he told his more 
than 39,000 @nofodoco Instagram fol- 
lowers. “We can’t thank you enough.” 

Lyons also hinted at some special 
goodies to celebrate their. return. “ 
were going to be better than ever, we 
have some really great surprises for 
you. We've been working on an incred- 
ible opening menu for next week, so 
please hold on,” he said.

Adamas Pisco: The Best 
Brandy You’ve Never Heard Of 


We most people have heard of the world’s most 
famous brandies such as Cognac and Arma- 
gnac, many have not heard of the Peruvian variety 
known as Pisco. 

Helping to change that one bottle at a time is Adamas 
Pisco, a new brand recently launched by a Hamptons 
couple who made it their mission to create one of the 
best Piscos connoisseurs can buy. It can be enjoyed on 
its own or in cocktails. 

“It’s like Champagne in the sense that there’s only one 
area in Peru where you can get Pisco,” Michael Mey- 
ers, co-owner of Adamas Pisco, said while likening 
the brandy to the popular French sparkling wine. “You 
can’t even call it Pisco unless it comes from there.” 


Meyers and his wife Therese Corriente, who handles | 


marketing for the brand and designed its luxurious di- 
amond-like bottle, were inspired to develop their own 
Pisco after they were wowed by local varieties while 
on business in Peru. 

The Pisco process starts with fermenting grapes. Fer- 
mentation typically takes a week to a month before the 
Pisco is ready to be distilled. 

“We put it through a special distillation process,” said 
Meyers. “It’s a much purer product than the normal 
Piscos or tequila. The packaging we feel reflects the 
level of quality of the product.” 


The vineyard on which the grapes are grown con- 
tributes to Adamas Pisco’s high-quality terroir. The 
couple searched for years to find just the right place. 
“It’s a very unique property,” Meyers said. “It’s in the 
desert, close to the Andes, so it has a great combina- 
tion of the chill factor, warm during the daytime and 
cool at night, which gives the grapes the structure that 
it needs.” 

He noted the clear color separates it from more well 
known brandies, which are often brown or amber. 
“They age the brandy in wood barrels, so you get the 
dark color and wood residue, whereas Adamas pisco is 
clear because we use the juice of the grape and age the 
juice in the traditional method in clay pots,” he said. 
It may come as a surprise that Pisco has been on the 
planet for at least 400 years. Besides Peru, it’s also 


consumed in South American countries such as Chile. 


It was popular in San Francisco during the gold rush 
— but until recently, many consumers in the United — 
States hadn’t heard of it. 

Adamas made a splash when the company served 
samples at events across the East End, including the 
Dan’s Taste 2022 Summer Series Presented by Yeild- 
street. For her efforts, Corriente was named one of 
Dan’s Power Women of the East End and will be hon- 
ored during a reception scheduled for September 8 at

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Ask Beatty: Persistence and Hope Can Pay Off

ear Beatty, 
Iam a 42-year-old divorced stay-at-home 
mother with three teenage children. My husband 


left me five years ago for his much younger secre- _ 


tary. I was awarded a large divorce settlement and 
child support, so I don’t have to worry about mon- 
ey. I have suffered from depression for most of my 
life, beginning in my early childhood. I've been to 
many therapists over the years and have been pre- 
scribed a variety of different kinds of medication. 
So far nothing has really helped. I think of ending 
my life often, but know that I couldn’t because of 
what it would do to my children. I have been read- 
ing your advice.column in Dan’s Papers with inter- 
est and thought that maybe you have some ideas 
about what I might be able to do to begin to finally 
feel better. 
Barbara G., Southampton. 


Dear Barbara, 

I am so sorry for your pain and suffering. And I 
am very moved and impressed that you have tried 
(and are continuing to try) to get the help that you 
deserve. It’s impossible for me to know what kind 
of therapy you have had in the past and what 
kind of connection you have had with 
your therapists. As you know, all thera- 
pists are not the same and every thera- 
pist has a very specific way of working, 
depending on his/her training and 
theoretical orientation. For whatever 
reason(s) the therapy that you have had 
in the past has not worked for you. Don’t 
blame yourself for not yet finding the right 
therapist and therapy. 


THE INITIAL EVALUATION : 

Let me tell you how I work and what I would do 
to try and help you to feel better. Perhaps my ap- 
proach will make sense to you. I do very long ses- 
sions, frequently lasting several consecutive hours. 
My initial evaluation with you would begin at the 
beginning, namely with your childhood. You say 
that your depression began in your childhood, so I 
am curious what was going on or not going on dur- 
ing this period of time that triggered or caused your 
depression. I would ask you to describe your child- 
hood in detail, beginning with your earliest memo- 
ries. Were your parents having marital problems? 
Did one or both suffer from clinical depression or 
substance abuse of any kind? Was there domestic 
violence in your family? Were you sexually abused 
as a child? Did your parents divorce or separate dur- 
ing your childhood? Were you bullied at school? Did 
you have any learning disabilities that would have 
_caused you anguish? I would want to know every- 
thing that may have contributed to this little girl’s 
depression. I would ask you lots of questions about 
your relationships prior to your marriage and of 
course would want to hear all the details about your 


marriage — the good, the bad and the ugly. I would 
ask you questions about your current relationships 
with. friends and family and I would want to know 
about your physical health, diet, sleep and any sub- 
stances that you may be using, including prescrip- 
_ tion and over-the-counter medications. 
As a single mother, you clearly have 
your hands full. Are you being good to 
Barbara? Do you do things that are in 
your best interest, whatever they may 
be, or do you engage in destructive, 
self-destructive or self-sabotaging be- 
havior? Do you have interests and hob- 
bies? And if you don’t, are you open to 
exploring some possibilities that may excite 
you? These are only a few of the questions that I 
regularly ask patients when they first:come in to see 
me. I want to find out everything about the people 
I treat, which is why I have never prescribed to the 
traditional 45 or 50 minute therapeutic hour. 


BEATTY’S METHODOLOGY | 

Although we can’t change the past, I have for over 
35 years treated thousands of men and women and 
children of all ages and stages in life, sexual orien- 


tations and socioeconomic backgrounds and have 


discovered a methodology that has worked very 
well for the majority of my patients. I take people 
on a journey through their life. This journey is often 
very painful. However, I’ve found that in order for 
people to be able to move forward with their lives, 
they need to emotionally work through (as best as 
they can) the various challenges and traumas that 
they experienced and continue to experience. 

It takes a lot of courage for people to be willing to 
try and deal with their skeletons in the closet and 
unfinished business. Some believe that the past is 
the past and why bother reexamining things that 
we cannot change. However, the reality is that this 
‘unfinished business’ frequently keeps us from be- 


ing able to live well in the present. I often tell pa- 


tients that in my personal life, I am probably one 
of the most impatient people that I know. If I had 
found a way over the years to fast-forward the past 
and avoid having to deal with our skeletons, I would 
have definitely done so a long time ago. - 


. GOOD NEWS = 
After my patients go through this process, they 
tell me that for the first time in their lives they no 
longer have one foot in the past and one foot in the 
present. They are now mostly able to live in the mo- 
ment. They can now begin to imagine the things that 
they would like to do and try to improve the quality 
of their lives and relationships. Does this mean that 
people no longer feel pain? Of course not. However, 
the pain becomes manageable. Some of my patients 
do take prescription medication for depression, 
while other have found that other remedies like St. 


-John’s wort, CBT, DBT, magnetic therapy, vitamin 
_therapy, yoga, exercise, taking courses, exploring 


new hobbies and meeting new friends have all had 
profound healing effects. It’s our inner fight to ‘nev- 
er give up’ and our willingness to take ACTION that 
ultimately determines how well or how badly we do 
in our lives. And remember: We don’t need to take 
this journey on our own. 

I hope that this is helpful to you and to all the men 
and women who are suffering from depression.

HarborFest Expands to Sag Harbor’ S Steimbeck Park

1G panes Sag Harbor’s most anticipated 
event of the year, is back once again September 
10~11, 9 a.m.—5 p.m., with fresh faces, an expanded 
event space and exciting new activities for all ages. 

Filling in for 2022 HarborFest Chairman Rory 
McEvoy after an injury, Sag Harbor Chamber of 
Commerce President Ellen Dioguardi stepped in 
to lead this year’s event planning. She was key in 
organizing the 2022 HarborFrost in February, but 
HarborFest, she notes, is a much bigger event. 

“For me, the entire thing has been a learning ex- 
perience,” she says. “It’s an event that has a lot of 
history in Sag Harbor, so there’s always this cautious 
aspect to it of keeping everything the way it’s been 
that everybody loves but also trying to improve it, 
to move forward with new aspects to it, such as the 
fact that this year we're going to be using Steinbeck 
Park as one of the spaces.” 

With the recent Long Wharf redesign — adding 
an outer pedestrian walking path at the cost of the 
driving area’s width — came necessary changes to 
the layout of the annual HarborFest. The South- 
ampton Town Showmobile used for the big Satur- 
day night concert would be incompatible with the 
tighter space, and thus had to be relocated to John 
Steinbeck Waterfront Park. This switch led to more 
HarborFest attractions moving to Steinbeck Park, 
such as the Kids’ Zone petting zoo. 

“We all agreed that it’s a nicer setting to have (the 
petting zoo) in a park where there’s actually dirt and 
grass instead of asphalt with straw on it,” Dioguardi 
says. “So we’re going to have that, which also en- 
abled us to bring in the pony rides, which were too 
problematic to do on the Long Wharf.” 

The Kids Zone features Tony the Pony and his 
Barnyard Buddies, plus additional fun and games 
from John Jermain Memorial Library and the 
South Fork Natural History Museum. 

HarborFest’s kickoff is on Friday night, Septem- 
ber 9, with a concert featuring The Complete Un- 
knowns at Bay Street Theater. Then the festival 


begins in earnest on Saturday and Sunday with 


two full days of activities planned by the Sag Har- 
bor Chamber of Commerce and other Sag Harbor 
businesses and organizations. While there are cer- 
tainly things to do throughout the village, the main 
festival events will take place along Main Street, in 
Marine Park and Steinbeck Park, and on the Long 
Wharf and Windmill Beach. 

“It’s a community effort,” Dioguardi says. “Like 
they say, ‘It takes a village,’ and HarborFest is defi- 
nitely one of those things that it takes a village to 
make happen and to have it be the event that every- 
body looks forward to.” 

Some of the chamber event highlights are outdoor 
concerts showcasing Alfredo Merat, Gene Casey 
and the Lone Sharks and the HooDoo Loungers; 
the annual clam chowder contest; a tour of the Old 
Whalers Church; a Taste of Sag Harbor; the annual 
Arts and Crafts Fair that’s expected to comprise 
a record number of vendors; and fire juggling by

Keith Leaf. Affiliated events include a celebration of 
Sag Harbor women at Sag Harbor Whaling & His- 
torical Museum; a new Eastville Historical Society 


exhibition, as well as a book launch and signing 


with Dr. Patricia Turner; American Beauty cruises 
and charters; Historical Harbor Tours benefitting 
Fighting Chance cancer counseling; dramatic read- 
ings of John Steinbeck’s work by Harris Yulin, Paul 
Mclsaac and others; and a celebration of Ma’s House 
as they receive Preservation Long Island’s Preserva- 
tion Award for Organizational Excellence. 

“It’s always been a goal of the chamber — at least 
as long as I’ve been involved with it — to infuse some 


of Sag Harbor’s history into this event,” Dioguardi _ 


notes, clarifying later that “the Whaleboat races 
are, in my oe truly the heart of this event in 
a lot of ways.” 

For many longtime HarborFest attendees and Sag 
Harbor locals, the most exciting element of the an- 
nual event is the fierce competition of the Whale- 
boat races. Each year, teams of four — split into the 
Junior, Women’s, Men’s and Firefighters’ Cup divi- 
sions — row out into the harbor to harpoon the great 
white whale. Since the Whaleboat races’ start in the 
1960s, it’s become something of a tradition, which 
can be a blessing but also a challenge. 

“It’s just a hard thing to do because the tradition 
of Whaleboat racing is really passed down — like 
Ray Pettigrew had his daughter doing it,” Dioguardi 
says. “It gets passed down from family member to 
family member, in a way, and as people aren’t here 
— as the younger generations aren’t living here any- 
more, to all the different things that affects — we’re 
seeing it affect the Whaleboat races, because we 
don’t have a lot of those families that have tradition- 
ally always done it.” 

Some past competitors have also passed on since 
their racing days. Joe Early died in May 2022, mak- 


ing this many locals’ first-ever race without his 
physical presence. He will be there in spirit, how- 
ever, as his family is arranging a memorial as part 
of the event. “It’s sort of a testament to what that 
particular part of HarborFest means to people who 
have lived here a long time,” Dioguardi says. 

With many past competitors and champions un- 
fortunately unable to race this year, it leaves the 
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_door open for new faces, young and old up-and- 


comers ready to. take on this time-honored tradi-_ 


tion. What some may not realize is that the event 
isn’t even restricted:to Sag Harbor residents. Just 
about anyone can form a team of four and register 
to compete by emailing Gavin Menu at gmenu@ 
expressnewsgroup.com or calling 631-725-1700 be- 
fore the event starts on Saturday. And businesses 
are welcome to assemble more than one team — like 
The Corner Bar in Sag Harbor, which is expected to 
confirm four teams by race day. 

While practice isn’t mandatory, it is certainly 
advised. “I don’t even think I fully got in the boat 
ever,” Dioguardi says of her only time competing, 
when she was drafted as a last-minute replacement. 
“I think I basically did the entire Whaleboat race 
hanging on to the side of the boat. So that would 
point to me that some practice is a good thing.” 

After registering, a team can visit The Corner Bar 
to inquire about borrowing oars and a boat. Practic- 
ing with the HarborFest equipment is permitted in 
the days leading up to Saturday, September 10. 

There’s much to look forward to at this year’s 
HarborFest, and it’s all happening in the temperate 
month of September. Dioguardi adds, “September 
really is the most beautiful month out here, so it 
gives everybody a chance to enjoy it in Sag Harbor.”

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Sag Harbor: Historic Whaling 
- Port a South Fork Treasure |

Fe places on the East End deliver 
the area’s one-of-a-kind blend 
of old-money opulence, small-town 
charm and bucolic serenity like Sag 
Harbor does. This historic South Fork 
village is considered part of both East 
Hampton and Southampton towns, 
but it stands on its own as one of the 
finest examples of everything there is 
to love about Long Island. : 

Settled in the early 18th century, 
Sag Harbor quickly grew into an im- 
portant whaling center and seaport, 
serving as a theater of war during the 
American Revolution, and eventually 
becoming the first port of entry in the 
state of New York, all before 1800. 

“Sag Harbor is an authentic, charm- 
ing maritime community that has ex- 
isted here in this beautiful location in 
one form or another since the early 
1700s,” Sag Harbor Mayor James 
Larocca tells us, “and to a remarkable 
degree (it) has been able to maintain 
and hang onto much of the charm of 
that early era.” 

The village got its own Long Island 
Rail Road branch in 1870, inspiring 
both a transition to manufacturing 
and a boom in tourism, the latter’ of 
which is the primary industry in Sag 
Harbor today. 


Charming History 

The cool thing about Sag Harbor is 
that it wears its history on its sleeve 
more prominently than perhaps any 
other village or hamlet on the South 
Fork. 

It has notable landmarks like the 
Custom House (192 Main Street, 
631-692-4664) and the Sag Harbor 
Whaling & Historical Museum (200 
Main Street, 631-725-0770, saghar- 
borwhalingmuseum.org), two historic 
buildings dedicated to sharing the 
area’s rich history. 

“Sag Harbor, in terms of total num- 
ber of voyages made, was the sixth 
largest whaling fleet in America from 
1760 to the 1870s and made roughly 
750 voyages during that time,” Whal- 
ing Museum Director Richard Doc- 
torow says. “(The whaling industry) 
impacted the daily lives of everyone 
in the village and the surrounding 
communities.” 

The museum has four rooms of

standing exhibits and offers special 
exhibits in its main gallery, which 
rotate throughout the year. This Sep- 
tember its special exhibit is entitled 
Her Story: A Celebration of Sag Har- 
bor Women 1800-1970. 

But what makes Sag Harbor’s ap- 
preciation and acknowledgement of 
its own history truly stand out is its 
dedication to preserving its small port 
village feel. 


Take a walk down Main Street and 
enjoy all the most romantic parts of 
that bygone American era where ev- 
ery community had its own colorful 
personality and mom-and-pop shops 
were the norm. 

Highlights include The Wharf Shop 
(694 Main Street, 
wharfshop.com), a classic toy store; 
Sag Harbor Variety Store (114 Main 
Street, 631-757-9706, sagharborvari- 


ety.com), the local five and dime; and 
Schiavoni’s Market (48 Main Street, 
631-725-0366, schiavonismkt.com), a 
90-year-old family-owned shop offer- 
ing specialty and gourmet foods and 
locallysmade products. 

“We ‘maintain (the village) care- 
fully, with effort, and with difficulty,” 
Mayor Larocca says of the local gov- 


ernments efforts to preserve Sag 
‘Harbor’s small-town charm. “We're 


not anti-development, we're not anti- 
commerce or any of those things, but 
we don’t get to enjoy a waterfront like 
this without some considerable effort. 
and investment.” 


A Rich Multicultural Heritage — 

Another aspect of Sag Harbor’s 
history that locals are committed to 
preserving is that of their African 
American, Native American and other 
minority communities, all of whom 
play a crucial role in the telling of the 
Sag Harbor story. 

Perhaps the best way to learn about 
and appreciate these essential pieces 
of the area’s past and present is at the

ciety 439 Hampton Street, 631-725- 
4711, eastvillehistorical.org). The his- 
torical society offers an ever-changing 
series of exhibits dedicated to preserv- 
ing and promoting the unique history 
of the multicultural community. 
- Executive Director and Chief Cu- 
rator Georgette Grier-Key says that 
visitors to the historical society have 
a chance to “learn the history of the 
thriving community of multiethnic 
people that came before us ... that 
includes others like women and the 
BIPOC (Black and Indigenous people 
of color) community.” 

“We think history is so far away 
from us,” Grier-Key says. “It happened 
right here in this spot.” 


Bayside Beaches 

The typical sandy shores frequent- 
ed by Hamptons tourists is one that 
meets the Atlantic Ocean head-on, 
which is what makes the beach expe- 
rience in Sag Harbor something of a 
curveball for the uninitiated. 

Local sand-and-sun destinations 
like Foster Memorial Beach (1000 
Long Beach Road, 631-728-8585) and 
Havens Beach (Havens Beach Road,

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Nela Arias-Misson’s ‘Faith’ Comes 


to Keyes Art in Sag Harbor

ust in time for HarborFest week- 
J end, Keyes Art in Sag Harbor will 
unveil a new solo exhibition featuring 
the work of late Cuban-born painter 
Nela Arias-Misson. The show, titled 
Faith, debuts with an opening re- 
ception on Saturday, September 10, 
5-7 p.m., and will remain on view 
through October 23. 

“It is probably our most exciting 
thing we’ve ever done. ... No one has 
shown her work before,” says Julie 
Keyes, the gallery’s owner and name- 
sake. “This is a major gallery endeav- 
or in our little suburb of Sag Harbor.” 

Studying under Hans Hofmann, 
a key player in the Abstract Expres- 
sionism movement in the 1940s and 
50s, Arias-Misson connected with 
other influential artists, including 
Mark Rothko, Willem de Kooning, 
Karel Appel, Walasse Ting and Franz 
Kline. Around that time, she visited 
the Hamptons to work with the leg- 
endary likes of Elaine de Kooning 
and Lee Krasner. After spending time 
overlapping with the art students of 
The New York School, Arias-Misson 
moved to Ibiza, Spain in 1960. 

According to painter and art expert 
George Negroponte, her European 
chapter resulted in some of her most 
essential work. “The paintings she 
made generate a gravitational pull, 
and these mysterious objects de- 
mand closer inspection. Each paint- 
ing is a story filled with quixotic as- 
sociations,” he writes. “Arias-Misson 
employs a far more reductive attitude 
in these works and compresses the 
energy of her earlier work (she subli- 
mates it) into magical constructs that 
appear playful, comic and intimate.” 

Once Arias-Misson moved back to 
the U.S. in 1976, to New Jersey, she 
lived quietly — continuing to paint 
but only exhibiting her art rarely. 
That is; until 1993 when a car ac- 
cident rendered her unable to paint. 
She then moved to New York City, 
then to Miami, where she eventually 
died in 2015, less than two months 
shy of her 100th birthday. 

Her works are now quite valuable, 
with Keyes reporting that prices be- 
gin at $60,000. “We have museums 
lining up for this work,” she says. 
“Carmen Herrera is the biggest thing 
in the auction circuit right this min- 
ute in the art world. This is better.” 

Arias-Misson is just one of many

artists with East End ties that Keyes 


‘shows in her gallery, and that doesn’t 


just happen by chance. “People come 
to my gallery all the time and they 
say a couple of things. One is, ‘Do you 
carry local or international artists?’ 
My answer is: ‘The local artists in 
my community are de Kooning, Pol- 
lock, Rothko,” she says. “And we're 
not talking the artists who live in 
our town: Eric Fischl, April Gornik. 
The artists who live in our town 
are big names on the international 
stage.” 

Opening her gallery in Sag Harbor 
has been fruitful, as it not only at- 
tracts serious art buyers due to the 
artistic reputation of the village, but 
it multiplies the chances Keyes may 
bump into a renowned artist like Fis- 
chl and ask to see his latest work. 

“To open a gallery here, you have 
an opportunity, if you play it correct- 
ly, to.do something that art dealers in 
New York spend their careers trying 
to figure out,” she says of the benefits 
of access to respected artists, as well 
as undiscovered gems such as Walter 
Bobbie, director of Chicago the mu- 
sical. He recently asked Keyes to as- 


- sess his art, and she loved it so much

that she included him in a group 
show with Fay Lansner and Adri- 
anne Lobel (open through Friday, 
September 9). 

Keyes adds that the Village of Sag 
Harbor and the people within its bor- 
ders have been instrumental to her 
gallery’s establishment and contin- 
ued success. “The community helped 
me get my sh*t together on a level that 
no other place I’ve ever been would’ve 
done that,” she says. “I am a product 
of what the Sag Harbor community 
does for its residents.”

His poems subsequently were published in 
the New Yorker, the Nation, the Partisan Review 
and many other publications. He published 34 
books. He became one of the most remarkable and 
probably the most prolific poet in America. He did 
this practically every day for the next 40 years, and 
I, occasionally visiting him “at one of his places of 
work,” got to know him well. 

He had ceased owning a car. I once asked him 
about it. 

“I priced one out. A Volkswagen. With insurance, 
gas, repairs and car payments, it made no sense to 
me. I like the walk and I like the bus.” 

I also asked him where he got his inspiration. He 
said he had no idea. Poems just happened.

SUPPLIES 


The Insurance Information Institute notes that, - 


when hurricanes are in the forecast and warnings 
are issued, it’s not uncommon for residents of areas 
in the path of the storm to rush to stores to purchase 
supplies. A proactive approach to hurricane prepa- 
ration can help people avoid that mad rush. The III 


recommends people stock up on certain supplies in 


advance of hurricane season. 

Such supplies include: extra batteries; candles or 
lamps with fuel; matches, which should be kept in 
a part of the home that’s likely to remain accessible 
and dry; materials and tools for emergency home 
repairs, such as heavy plastic sheeting, plywood, 
a hammer and other tools; prescription drugs; a 
three-day supply of drinking water; food that you
